Women march in Tehran 


Iran, Pakistan Cento 


TEHRAN, March 12 (Agen- 
cies) — Iran and Pakistan have 
decided to withdraw from the 
Central Treaty Organization. The 
Nfinistry of Foreign A^irs in 
Islamabad announced the move 
Monday, after tiie Foreign Minis- 
try here bad revealed its intentions 
Sunday. 

Pakistan’s Foreign Minister 
A^a Shahi ended a three-day 
visit here SundtQi. 

Cento was set up in 1957 with 
Britain, Iran, Pakistan and Turkey 
as members. The United States 
has observer status. 

In a broadcast statement Sun- 
day night, a Foreign Ministry offi- 
daJ in Iran called &nto “ a tool of 
the big powers." and said Iran 
could not remain faithful to it. 

Also Monday in Tehran, about 
10,000 ffist waving women 
marched through the streets in a 
show of power to protest continu- 
ing moves to restrict their rights 
under a proposed Islamic 
republic. 

The crowd sweQed after gather- 
ing on the campus of Tehran Uni- 
versity, but the Domber of demon- 
strators was considered disaf> 
pointing after forecasts that tens 
of thousands would attend. 

Protected by armed militiamen, 
the women'sehantsof" freedom, 
freedom '* and " protect our 
rights " echoed through the 
streets. A small group of zealots 
walked beside -the procession, 
taunting. 

It was the fourth consecutive 


day that women had taken to the 
streets to express their opposition 
to being deprived of eqi^ rights. 

Students dad in Mue* jeans, 
housewives and office workers 
attended the protest, rally. A 
sprinkling of men were seen in the 
crowd aocompanying friends and 
wives. 

A small rival group stood 
behind a fence and chanted 
slogans, but made no attempt to 
attack the women as on previous 
days. Another group paked out 
bandbQls calling cm the women to 
conform to Islamic laws and wear 
chador. 

The- government and religious 
leaders issued wanungs Sundry 
against attacking uncovered 
women and said violators would 
face two to eight months in jail if 
caught 

Kate Millett, an American 
women’s activist and two French 
women, who denned to identifr 
themselves, were at the gathering. 

. A high school age student in 
jeans said that " we want to tell 
the government we are ^e and 
we want to stay that way. " 

Women in the provinces have 
also begun demanding equality. 

In Abadan, in the sout^ and at 
Tabriz, cafntd of the northwest- 
ern Azerbaijan province, women 
on Sunday protested official 
moves to force them to wear the 
chador and restrict their rights. 

In the central dty of shalir- 
kord, a court found a young 
unmarried couple guilty Saturdav

One of the features of the new 
regime most worrying the secular 
forces, similar revolutionary 
courts ordered further death sen- 
tences Sunday.

BANGKOK, March 1 2 ( AP) — 
After recalling some troops ftxnn 
Cambodia and Laos, Vietnam 
a ppeared to be reaching the peak 
of its building in the North Mon- 
day. 

Chinese officials were quoted as 
saying their troops would continue 
to occupy some Vietnamese ter- 
ritory despite its announced troop 
withdrawal. 

Vietnam announced Monday 
that virtually every citizen wrould 
be required to perform military 
duties daily, putting the battered 
Vietnamese economy on a war- 
time footing. 

Asian and Western sources here 
said Vietnam has made a major 
effort to reinforce its troops in 
northern Vieinam, even after the 
Chinese announced March 9 they 
would withdraw their invasion 
force of up to 100.000 troops. 

The moves probably were trig- 
gered , the analysts said, by fear of 
a Chinese "trick" and because 
heavy Vietnamese casualties had 
left Hanoi feeUng vulnerable. 

This build-up, which involved 
the movement of about 10.000 
troops out of Cambodia and units 
out of Laos and southern Viet- 
nam, appears to have reached its 
peak, the analysts said. 


Bangkok analysts confirm that 
the Chinese are pulling out of Vie- 
tnam slowly but one highly placed 
source said Chinese officials in 
Bangkok bad told diplomats that 
their forces would occupy some 
"bases" which the Vietnamese 
had allegedly used earlier to stage 
raids into China.

Failure of Western assistance 

Ecevit said worried about aid 


ANKARA. March 12 (R) — 
Gen. Alexander Haig, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) supreme commander in 
Europe, said Monday that Ttiricish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit was very 
concerned about the failure of the 
West to provide urgent aid to his 
country. 

Haig was speaking at the end of 
a surprise visit which emphasized 
NATO concern over tile role of its 
Turkish ally. 

The general, who retires as sup- 
reme commander in Europe in 
June, arrived unannounced from 
NATO headquarters in Brussels 
Sunday night and flew back Mon- 
day after meeting Ecevit and 
military leaders. 

He squashed ^culation that 
he tni^t also visit Athens, saying 
his taUts were mainly on Turkey’s 
economic crisis. 

Haig said Ecevit was concerned 
about the lack of urgent aid he has 
been seeking from Western gov- 
ernments and banks for several 
months. 

Ecevit said last week the West’s 
“ lack of interest ” in Turkey's 
economic crisis could have " cer- 
tain impacts " on overall external 


relations. 

He has been seeking at least $ 1 
billion in urgent aid to ease his 
balance of payments deficit and 
help pay off massive external 
debts. 

Asked whether hethoughtTur- 
key’s economic problems could 
have an effect on its political rela- 
tions with its Western allies, Haig 
said,** There is no question that 
economic crises, social economic 
crises as well as security are all 
integrated and aU influence the 
overall direction that nations' 
polides must take. ” 

Questioned as to what role 
NATO could i^ay in eaang Tur- 
key's economic problems, Haig 
said.;" NATO has played a strong 
psycfaologicaJ role. NATO is not 
necessarily the forum for dealing 
with economic matters, but it has' 
very strong political and security 
interest in these events. " 

Ecevit said in an interview pub- 
lished Sunday in “ News week " it 
was unfair for allies of his country 
to be concerned that Ttirkey was 
cultivating doser ties with Islamic 
and sodahst couniries. 

Ecevit also said his country was 


experiencing serious economic 
problems and found the lack of 
support from most of its allies dis- 
appointii^. 

“ The economic and sodal 
problems of the magnitude that 
Turkey has been facing would cre- 
ate grave unrest and provide fer- 
tile ground for terrorism in any 
country, " be said. 

In view of this, “ the lack of suf- 
fident sui^rt from most of our 
allies for our efforts to solve Tur- 
key’s urgent economic problems 
has been rather disheartening. ” 

Regarding Turkey’s interest in 
establishing better relations with 
Islamic and sodalist countries, he 
said : " We see no reason why we 
should stick to a function reminis- 
cent of the Cold War years in this 
period of detente. " 

" We have close historic ties 
with many Islamic countries, 
which we intend to cuitivaie. " 

“ We also want to contribute to 
detente by establishing better 
relations and an atmosphere of 
mutual confidence with the reg- 
ional countries. 

" It is unfair of our allies to look 
upon these intentions with con- 
cern, " he said. 


N’DJAMENA. Chad. March 
12 (AP) — Ai lt:a.st 200 Muslims 
have been killed in two southern 
villages in the second major mas- 
sacre in Chad in ten da\’s, accord- 
ing to informed sources in this 
vast, war-tom central African 
nation. 

The killings occurred Friday in 
the villages of Koumra and Mots- 
sala. 95 blomcters from the city of 
Saiii near the border u-ith the cen- 
tral African empire, the sources 
said. 

Leaders in the villages blamed 
the killings on the forces of Lt. 
Col. W'adal Abdclkader 
Kamougue. commander of elite 
troops attached to Chad's Presi- 
dent Felix Malloum. the Simrccs 
said. 

Ten days ages^nneStH) Muslims 
were slaughtered in and around 
Moundou. the nation's third 
largest city. Icicalcd in the hcan of 
Chad’s densely populated s*suih. 

The Moundou killings uere 
considered one of .•kfrica's uorsi 
tribal massacres in recent years. 

Forces loyal to Malloum who 
represents the south, 
have been locked in a fivc-wcek 
civil war s^ith Prime Minister His- 
sen Habre's forces from the north. 

Authorities have blamed the 
forces of Lt. Col. Kamougue and 
Mulloum's eniounige tor the 
Moundou massacre us well. 

A shaky ceasefire, endorsed b\ 
more than 2.iX)0 French troops 
and a newly formed Nigerian 
peacekeeping force, broke down 
Sunday when the rival forces 
exhanged gunfire here in the capi- 
tal. 

N'djamena has been vinuully 
without an administmtion for the 


pa.st four weeks, and renewed 
clashes overthc weekend turned it 
into a virtual ghost town, with 
uhttndonvd weapons and an ikstj- 
sionul cadaver testifying tn the 
undeterminable death toll. 

Some 280 Europeans, most of 
them French. left Chad over the 
weekend in the ongtting exodus of 
foreigners. Western officials esii- 
muted that at most there were 3(X) 
io 400 foreigners, mostly techni- 
cians and misiuonaries. w ho have 
chdsen to stay.

Eight people accused of interfere 
ing in Canada's controversiai 
annual seal hunt have been 
ordered to jail pending arrange- 
ment of bail in this rfmole Gulf of 
St. Lawrence island community. 

The eight — seven Americans 
and a Canadian — were arrested 
on ice-covered seas off Newfound- 
land on Friday after scuffles broke 
out between anti-hunt demons- 
trators and government oflicials 
and police. TTiey were crew mem- 
bers on board the proiestship Sea 
Shepherd. 

They pleaded not guilty Satur- 
day befoa* a magistrate flown spe- 
cially to this Magdalen Island Ash- 
ing community. Their bail was set 
at amounts of betweenS 2.000 and 
$ 3.000 pending furtcr hearings. 

Charges against them included 
obstruction and assault of police 
as well as \iolating laws governing 
the sea! hunt by painting seal pups 
with a red dye in an attempt to 


make their valuable white fur pelts 
worthless. 


Police on the Magdalen Islands 
said Sunday the eight, all men 
between the ages of 19 and 47, 
were making the necessary 
arrangements for bail and would 
probably be freed by Tuesday. 

The main seal hunt north of 
here off the Labrador coast of6- 
cially opened Sunday but bad 
weather and heavy ice so far has 
prevented a start to hunting.

W. Germany worries 
on SALT’S sidelines 


BONN. March 1 2 ( AP) — The 
threat to Western Europe posed 
by Soviet medium-range, 
nuclear-tipped missiles has 
spawned a debate in W'est Ger- 
many over detente and Bonn's 
relationship with W'ashington. 

Both the oppi.>sition Christian 
Democratic Union and Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt's Social 
Democratic Party have expressed 
concern over dcploymientof Soviet 
SS-20s and other medium- range 
missiles, capable of wiping out 
every Western European capital. 

The Bonn government and 
other European allies would like 
to see the SS-20s the subject of 
East-West negotiations along with 
other "gray zone" weapons which 
do not fall into the deEnition of 
strategic arms in the U.S.-Soviet 
SALT n deliberations. 

According to the London-based 
International Institute for 
Strategic Studies, the Soviets have 
690 medium-range missiles aimed 
primarily at the West. 

Theseincludeabout lOOmobile 
SS‘20s. each capable of delivering 
three nuclear warheads. The 
Soviets are believed to be increas- 
ing their SS-20 stockpile by about 
50 a year. 

If the SS-20s arc not removed 
after negotiations, conservative 
Christian Democratic politicians 
would Like to see the United States 
counter the threat by stationing on 
West German soil nucleaptipped, 
Pershing U missiles aimed at the

Soviet Union. 

Leading members of Schmidt’s 
party fear this would so anger Mos- 
cow that it wouJdenddetente and 
upset Bonn's efforts for better 
relations writh East Germany and 
other Soviet bloc nations. 

liie Sonets have reportedly 
informed Bonn that it would have 
to reassess its relation^p if such 
w'capons were deployed in West 
Germany. The United States sta- 
tions tactical nuclear weapons in 
West Germany but these are not 
capable of reaebing Soviet territ- 
ory. 

The issue has attracted little 
public attention in the United 
States. 

In West Germany which bor- 
ders two Soviet bloc countries and 
lies only 800 kilometers from the 
Soviet Unioa. the issue is consi- 
dered crucial. 

Many West Germans, opposed 
to having their Qwn nuclear 
weapons because of the country’s 
past , question whether the United 
States would launch interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles at the 
Soviet Union in response to an 
SS-20 a^k on Western Europe. 

West 'German leaders, still chaf- 
ing over President Jimmy Carter's 
indecision over the neutron bomb 
are not conAdent of his leadership 
in what they sec as a threat to their 
security.

Callaghan 
to call elections 


LONDON March 12 (AP) 
Prime Minister James Callaghan 
tices the threat of the Scottish and 
Welsh Nationalists joining forces 
with Conservative and Libera] 
Parties to bring down his 
administration over the home rule 
question. 

The two NadonaUst factions 
tvaroed Callaghan at the weekend 
they will force a vote of no confi- 
dence in the government before 
the end of the month unless he 
guarantees to give limited home 
rule to Scotland. 

Government sources reported 
Callaghan will hold emergency 
sessions with his cabinet this week, 
but there appeared little he can 
do. 

The Scottish National Party 
(SNP) has 11 members in the 
635-seat House and the Welsh 
Plaid Cymru three. 

The opposition Cbnservative 
Party is eager to topple the gov- 
ernment by capitalizing on 
Labor's lost popularity after 
months of industrial strife. With 
the Liberals it has 294 seats. 

The Nationalist move gave Cal- 
laghan little room to maneuver 
and raised the possibility that he 
will lose the threatened vote of 
confidence and have to call a gen- 
eral election at a time when be 
least wants it 

For the last two years. Cal- 
laghan has limped along only 
through a series of deals with the 
Libert, tbe Nationalist parties 
and a prickly group of assorted 
Northern Ireland members. 

He kept the Nationalists on his 
side by promising semi-autonomy 


for Scotland and Wales. That 
strategy collapsed March 1 when 
Welsh electors voted overwhelm- 
ingly against home mie in a 
referendum and the Scots regis- 
tered only a half-hearted .“yes." 

The Scottish vote for home rule 
was only 32.8.W - far short of the- 
40 per cent Parliament required. 

Tbai poses a dilemma for Cal- 
laghan. If he does not push 
throi^ home rule for the Scots 
he alienates the Nationalists. If he 
tries to bulldoze devolution for 
Scotland through the house, he 
faces a revolt tty at least 40 anti- 
devolution Labour back benchers, 
who together with .the Conserva- 
tives, could defeat him. 

Callaghan's only hope of duck- 
ing a no-confidencc vote is to con- 
vince the Scottish Nationalists that 
they stand less chance of securing 
home rule under the anti- 
d^elution Conservatives than 
with a Labor administration. 

Political commentators have 
noted that with Nationalist pas- 
sions high and the Conservatives

(Union of the People) coalition 
which won four priiamentaiy seals 
in Spain's general election earlier 
this month. 

At least two of the succes.sful 
candidates joined the protest.

Carter’s speech 

The following is the partial text of President Carter's speech to the 
Israeli Knesset Monday. 

Mr. President, Mr. Prime minister, disringuisbed members of the 
Knesset and friends — 

For the past twenty-four hours 1 have been writing different ver- 
sions of this speech. I have discarded the speech of despair, I have 
discarded the speech of glad tidings and celebration. 1 have decided 
to deliver the speech of concern and caution and hope. 

Fve come ro Cairo and also here to Jerusalem to try to enhance the 
bold, brave and historic efforts of President Sadat and Prime Minister 
Begin, and to demonstrate that the United States of America is as 
determined as these two leaders are. to create lasting peace and 
friendship between £g)*pi and Israel and to put an end to war and the 
threat of war throughout the KGddle East. 

In these past months, you've made enonfious sacrifices, and you've 
taken great risks for peace. This sacred dedicadon to peace, bom and 
foster^ in Jerusalem and Cairo, has given to men and women 
everywhere renewed sense of hope that human reason, good will and 
faith can succeed, and can break down barriers between peoples who 
in our Ufedmes have only known war. 

As Prime Minister Begin said at the Camp David summit, the 
agreements reached there proved that any problem can be solved 
when there is some and he repeated. — just some wisdom. Those are 
tnithful. and also reassuring, words. 1 know from my intense personal 
involvement in these negodations that President Sadat and Prime 
Nfinister Begin have not wavered from their expressed commitment 
to peace. 

President Sadat told me in Cairo that be will let nothing stand in 
the way or our shared goal of finishing the treaty of peace, and of 
making it a living testament of friendship between the tw*o neighbor- 
ing peoples. 1 believe him. and 1 know in my heart that Prime 
Minister Begin and the government of Israel are no less fervently 
committed to the same noMe objective. We have not yet fully met our 
challenge. Despite our unflagging determination, despite the extra- 
ordinary progress of the past rix months, we still fall short. 

Itfs now the sombre responsibiUt)' of us all to exert our energies 
and our imaginations once again to contemplate the tragedy of 
failure and the legitimate exultation — if we reach peace. 

In this effort the support of the members of the Knesset will 
obviously be crucial. Our vision must be os great as our goal. NMsdnm 
and courage arc rcqiured of us all. and so too are practicality and 
realism. Wc must not lose this moment. We must prlK' as if everything 
depended on others and w-e must act as if everything depends on 
ourselves. 

What kind of peace do wc seek. Peace isn't an absence of war. it is a 
virtue, a state of mind, a disposition for benevolence, for eonfldence, 
for justice. .Americans share that vision and will stand beside Israel to 
be sure that that vision is justified. 

In Egypt I saw vivid evidence of this longing for peace among the 
Egyptian people, millions of them, bui like you they worry about the 
uncertainties. Like you they hope to banish forever the enmity that 
has existed between the neighbors, the permanent neighbors, of 
Egypt and Israel. Like you they want this peace, and like you they 
w*ant it to be real, and not jusi a sham peace. 

1 understand all too well that historic decisions .ire seldom easy, 
seldom without pain. Benjamin Franklin, who ncgoiiuied the ireuly 
of peace between England and America after our own war of inde- 
pendence, once sa^ that he had never seen a peace made, even the 
most advantageous, that was not censured as inadequate. Through- 
out the peace process, both Israel and Egypt have understood that no 
treaty can embody every aim of both nations. What a treaty can do, 
what it cun do far better than the fragile status quo. and infinitely 
better than the insidious tensions that will build if our efforts ore 
further stalled or fail, is to protect the vital interests of both Israel and 
Egypt and open up the possbility of peace for all the status and all the 
peoples of ibis troubled region. 

Doubts are the stuff of great decisions but so are dreams. We're 
now- at the very verge of turning Isracfs eternal dream of peace into 
reality. I would not pretend that this reality will be free from further 
challenges. It will not. And belter than most, the Jewish people knnw 
thai life is seldom easy. But we must make this beginning, we must 
seize this precious oppoitvnity. 

rifty-seven years ago the Congress of the United Stales of 
America committed itself to a Jewish homeland. Twenty six years 
later President Harry Truman recognized the new statu of Israel 
eleven minutes after your nation was bom. Seven presidents have 
believed and denionsiratcd that America's relationship with Israel is 
more than just a special relationship. It has been and it is a unique 
relationship. And it is a relationship which is indestructible, because 
it is ivoted in the consciousness and the morals and the ruligion and 
the beliefs of the American people themselves. 

Let me repeat w;hat 1 said to Prime \flnister Begin last year on the 
lawn of the White House, on the anniversary of the founding of the 
modem state of Israel, and 1 quote, “ for thirty years wc have stood at 
the side of the proud and the independent state of Israel. " I can say 
without reservation as president of the United States that we will 
continue ti? do so. not just for another thirty years, but forever. 

The people of the two nations arc ready now for peace, llic leaders 
have not yet proven that we are also ready for peace, enough to take a 
dianre. We must perservere but with or without a peace treaty, the 
United States wiU always be at Israel's side.- (AP)

WASHCNGTON — 

In deciding on a dramatic exer- 
cise in personal diplomacy with hU 
trip to the Middle East. President 
Carter is taking perhaps the big- 
gest political gamble of his presi- 
dency. 

Carter is returning, symboli- 
cally. to the scene of hb greatest 
triumph In ofGcc — the Camp 
David accords of last September 
— against the backdrop of a new 
wave of criticism of his perfor- 
mance that now centers on his 
conduct of foreign policy. 

If the trip succeed in achieving 
a breakthrough toward the long 
sought Egyptian- Israeli peace tre- 
at}'. it could give the president the 
kind of boost in public esteem and 
confidence that followed the Sun- 
day night television spectacular at 
the climax of the Camp David 
summit. He needs such a boost 
now at least us much as he did 
then. 

But a failure could not be glos- 
sed over. From the beginning of 
the Middle East peace process, it 
hu.s been assumed, in the Wliite 
House and clsew-here. that Carter 
would Ul least get credit for trying 
to stilve what hu.s been an unsolv- 
uhle pmblem. 

'That is probably still true. But 
by travelling to the Middle East 
himself, the president is placing 
his personal prestige on the line at 
precisely the moment that his fore- 
ign policy successes and failures — 
as opposed to his intentions — 
havcaime under the heaviest fire. 

"Whether it's fair or not. people 
in this country judge a president 


on results,** one presidenda] aide 
acknowledged in conridering the 
risk the president b taking. 

White House aides, reluctant to 
(tiscuss political cunseqiKrnces and 
insistent that political considera- 
tions played no role in the presi- 
dent's decirion to travel to Cairo 
and Jerusalecn. nonetheless con- 
cede that the stakes are high for 
Carter. 

" It' s a gamble.** one oKcial said 
shortly after the trip was 
announced. "It niis^ expecta- 
tions. focuses attention on this act 
at thb time. The very fact that he b 
going high^hts it If the trip do» 
not result in succe». expectations 
will fall even further chan they 
might have otherwise. 

"Politically.'* the official added, 
"the safest thing would have been 
for Caner to come out of the meet- 
ing with (Israeli Prime Miniver 
Menahem) Begin and put a little 
dbtonee between himself and the 
problem — a Uttle distance bet- 
ween himself and Begin and 
( Egyptian President Anwar) 
Sadat 1 think the downside b 
great.** 

Another official said: "He's 
always been willing to take per- 
sonal and political rbks. He it 
at the first Camp D-avkL but thb b 
certainly one of the biggest risks 
he' sever taken. The consequences 
of failures are most seriois for the 
Middle East, but he’s clearly put- 
ting hb prestige on the line.” 

The risk.s in the venture for Car- 
ter are extremely high not only 
because of hb decision to conduct 
it personally — "You don't have 
to get your hands dirty over there. 


dice 

you could tiy to run it from here,” 
as one admiiustration offidal said 
— but because there are no illu- 
sions in the White House that thb 
will be the last chance to salvage a 
treaty from the C^mp David 
accords. 

Acknowledging this, one senior 
offidai said. "T^t was clearly 
going to be the case anyway. The 
question b would we allow it to fall 
apart by itself or take one last 
dramatic shot.” 

** The feeling around here b 
that lime b not on our side”, 
another official said in 
explaining a decision Carter 
apparently made with little if any 
consultation with aides. "The feel- 
ing b that Sadat b neither fish nor 
fowl. He doesn’t have a peace tre- 
aty and he b not any longer a 
leader of the Arab world. He can't 
remain like that forever.” 

It b doubtfuL after all that has 
happened and b likely to happen 
in the next few days, that Carter 
will ever be able to put much dis- 
tance between himself and Sadat 
and Begin. By hb own frequent 
testimony, be has devoted more 
time to foe Middle East peace 
process than to any other single 
bsue. He is indelibly identified 
with its outcome, whatever that 
may be. Hb aides doubt he has 
given that much thought. 

"Carter is a strange sort of fel- 
low." one of them said. ** He’s not 
giving politics any consideration 
now on anything. T^Fs foe way 
he b and you've got to be true to 
yourself l^s both a great politi- 
cal attribute and a weakness.”

TABRIZ, IRAN- 
IS it p^l>le that thb ancieni 
tra ding dty the Soviet bor- 
der, whidi last year set a natioa- 
wide pattern of imfbldiag violence 
for an eventually triumphant 
revolution, b a^un leading foe 
way? 

' Returning after a year's 
absence, a fbrei^ viator b struck 
by die same regioiial bent that 
once caused fooiiknds of religious 
Tabriz Muslims to smash banks 
and moine theaters along the 
nearly ten-kilometer main 
thoroughfare. 

Then it -was called Piahlavi m 
honour of foe now departed 
dynasty. Now it bears foe name of 
AyatoDah RuhoUah KhomeinL 
the ^rmboi of Iran’s revolt. 

But lectures of the home town 
ayatoDah, Karem Shariatmadari, 
vastly outnumber Khomeinrs 
throughout the province. That in 
itself b a cine to foe notion that at 
least part of foe motivation behind 
last year’s rampage was to protest 
against the suf^ression of their 
ri^ts as the largest minority in 
what Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi used to call the Iranian 
empire. 

The Azerbaijanis, a people of 
Turkish descent who a^ live in 
adjoining regions of Turkey and 
the Soviet Union, were still vie- 
wed with suqndon for their 
short-lived, iO-fkted adventure at 
the eixl of World War n in rnn- 
ning a Moscow-backed autonom- 
ous republic. 

Even today, a great deal more 
Ttiridc appears to be ^ken tod^ 
in Tabriz than Persian, which the

For the first time in more than a 


generation a Turkic-iao^age 
new^per b being pul^faed 
here. Under foe Shah's policy of 
Persian language dominance, 
neur^persroiagazinesttad books 
from neighboring Turkey were 
prohxlnted.

Askedabout the presence of the 
orthodox pro-Moscow Commun- 
ist Party, foe Marxist Fedayeen 
and Modjahideen guerrillas on tte 
Tabriz UniveraQr campus, the 
gray^bearded cleric showed littlq, 
enfousiasm. 

"The Fedayeen are free to do 
whatever they want providing 
they do not flout Islamic rules. 
The Modjahideen are workup 
•with the clergy,” be said in a thin 
piping voice, “but pei^le here do 
not like either organization 
because their symbob (variations 
of foe hammer and sickle) look 
like the Russian fiag.” 

The ayatollah’s mnitiH made up 
principaOy of American-educated 
Air Force warrant officers called 
Homafais, last week arrested a 
group of Fedayeen and oonfis- 
cared their weapons and ammuni- 
tion before releasiiig them.

A Chinese growth catalyst

BRUSSELS — 
The entry of Quna into the 
world economy could give as big 
an impetus to mternational 
economic growth as did Marshall 
aid tBconstTuction for Europe in 
the years after foe Second World 
War. Thb was foe forecast made 
by the president of the Common 
Market Comniission, Roy Jenk- 
ins, spcakmg in Biussek after hb 
offidal visiC to China. 

Speaking about China's overaD 
global strategy, particularly in the 
light of the continuing war in Vie- 
tnam, Jenkms said that h was 
"possible that Western caUs for 
restraint have more impact With 
the Chinese leaders than m^ 
appear on tbe snrfece.” Confirm- 
ing that he had banded over a mes- 
sage from tbe nine EEC countries 
expressiiig concern over foe Viet- 
nam figuring and railing for foe 
withdrawal of occupying forces 
from both Vietnam and Chm- 
bodia, Jenkins said, “The Qiin- 
ese leaders took note of what I 
said without commenL” 

The CommbsioD presideat said 
foat from hb conversation with, 
foe Chmese Prime Minbter, Hua 
Kuo-Feog and other leaders, they 
■ were more concemed about Viet- 


nam's alltance with foe Soviet 
Union than with 'S^etnam's inter- 
vention in Cambodia. "I got tbe 
me g M gg frYun them that the milit- 
ary operation in Vietnam was 
in tinw and in quus, said 
Jenkins. Theyo s tress ed foey were 
not seeking territorial advantage 
riinugfr in foe light of subsequent 
events they inay be finding it more 
difficult to plan fodu: wifodrawal 
from Vietnam.” 

JenldnB also revealed foat he 
had cautioned the Chinese leaders 
not to rbk alienating third world 
countries by pursuing foe stiate^ 
of an "anti-hegemonic” alliance 
against foe Sovi^ Union of China, 
tbe United States, tbe EEC and 
the developing countries. He also 
said that Quna should do nothing 
which had foe resolt of making 
Vietnam a source of global "insta- 
bility” in tile friture as it bad so 
often been in the past 

Asked about bow foe recent 
dramatic changes in China's mter- 
nal political situation had affected 
its'view of tbe outside world. Jenk- 
ins said there was less empbasb of 
ciitidsm of the intenial political 
r^iine m die Soviet Umon and 
less verbal abuse of Soviet leaders. 
He said that China's clear desire 
for doser links wifo tiie countries 


of the Common«Market was not 
purely a matter of anti-Soviet 
foreign pc^cy but was influenced 
by economic facts. 

Referring to foe Chinese gov- 
ernmeni's determination to., 
develope tbe economy, Jenkias . 
said that Chmese imports mi^r 
jump from about $ 10 billion a 
year at present to betweea$2S and 
i 30 bfolon by 1985. ”1 f^l that 
foe world economy uigently needs 
a major new impetus to faster 
growfo and China could picive a 
major element in thb dir^tML” 

Jenkins said foat tbe EEC plan- 
ned to help China to plan a bal- 
anced growth h) trade as well as 
with scientific and teifonolp^ca] 
traming, bnt be warned that there 
were a number of concrete trade 
problems, notably in tbe Geld of 
textiles, where tbe EEC faced df- 
ficulties. China’s desire to export 
coal, b also seen as a problem for 
tbe EEC. 

A major intemattional Chmese 
trade exhitution U to be held in 
Brussels in the early summer of 
1980 with help from the EEC 
commission. The Chinese abo 
revealed that they were planning 
to boild a big international trade 
center in Peking whidi would be 
(^n to European as weU as 
Japanese exporters. — (G)

History records that Okba Ibn 
Nafaa gathered his forces at 
Kairouan when hb westward 
advance was halted by the Ber- 
bers. the native peufties of the 


Maghreb who resisted the Arab 
invaders from strongholds in the 
Atlas. In another 40 years, how- 
ever, the Berbers adopted Islam 
and readily joined the Arab 
armies. 

It was the soldiers of Kairouan 
who swept across the Maghreb to 
the Atlantic, then marched north

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to Gibraltar and across Andalus. 
They easily pushed out the Byaan- 
tines entrenched in Northern 
Tunisa, capturing (and destroy- 
ing, for the third time in history) 
Carthage. 

The dvil wars of the Arab 
empire racked through Kairouan. 
as did the enthusiastic indepen- 
dence of the reoently-oonverted 
Berbers. In 1057 A.D., Kairouan 
was sacked tpr the Beni BQlal, sent 
by the Eatimids of Cairo who 
established their own new in 
Egypt as the Arab capita] of 
Africa. Kairouan evolved from 
that point as a religious retreat and 
a center of learning, while north- 
ern Tunisia dealt with the battles 
of the crusades and fovadons from 
Spain and Turkey. 

EQstory b inescapable evew- 
where in Tunisia. It grabs even ote 
poorly informed tourist with rid- 
dles about this peculiar country. 
Pboenidan, Roman, Greek, Van- 
dal, Byzantine, Arab, Ottoman 
and French influences and axtsces- 
tors can be seen throughout the 
northern half of the country, 
always interspersed with the Ber- 
bers. The Berbers remain domin- 
ant in the South, Tunisb’s “gate- 
way to the Sahara," still living 
largely as sheep-henUng nomad. 

The moseums and hillsides hold 
no less than three millenia of art 
and architecture. Even the “sun, 
surf and sand" tourists along 
Tunisia's 1,300-kilometer 
Mediterranean shore caiuiot help 
but notice the Roman capitob in 
the gardens, the wall tiles (often 
painted by Peiaan artisans with 
the Arab armies) so much like 
Roman mosdcs and the tluck 
woolen carpets of the hoteb. 

Ninety-nine per cent of 
Tunisia's population is Muslim. 
There are two distinct types of 
minarets: square, of those of the 
Malikhe school of Koranic law; 
and octagonal, which represents 
the Hanifite sdiool. Imam Malik 
himself was from Kairouan, 
according to Tunisian tourist offi- 
dals. 

The Great Mosque of Kairouan 
predates both schools. It is built 
much as a huge citadel, with mas- 
sively thick walls ringed by turret- 
like walb. The minaret is as much 
watch tower as a place to call the 
worshipful to prayer. 

Whhin its walls, the mosque of 
Okba Ibn Nafaa bouses a gn^at 
courtyard, tilted slightly over the 
centuries the shtfting ground. 

The corridors beneath the walls 
tuning into ibe courtyard and 
higb-oeiln]^ prayer room 
are an en^ee^s compliment to 
utDi^. Each of the more than 600 
columns and capitols inside is 
Roman, brought fromhere as far 
away as Carthage (and before 
that, from Sicily and Italy). *nie 
capitols are from Roman banks, 
temples and baths. 

This ardutectural reeling of 
hisuny combines the traditional 
Arab uniQi oi archhs and .cupolas 
yritii asynunetficUI lengths' of 
Rome cut or propped upwards to 
fit their purptbe. Ihe instabOi^ of 
Kairouan’s' water .table, did not 
eseaifo''tife .buiJders, either.. TTie 
columns inside the prayer room-; 
are fepara'ted from foeir'capttols 
by heavy planks crf.wobd, living a 
flexibiliiy to the roof as the floor 


gradually shifts. 

Kairouan is also the sire of the 
Mosque of the Barber, the site of 
the remains of one Sidi Sabeb, said 
to be a companion of the Prophet 
who brought with him to Tunisia 
some of the strands from 
Muhammad's beard. The mosque 
was rebuilt in the 17th Century, 
and contains some of the most 
^len^d Arabesques and decora- 
tive tiles found anywhere in the 
Arab worid. 

The mosque is also home to 
hundreds of carpets woven by the 
women of Kairouan. It is a tradi- 
tion in the city that a woman's first 
carpel is given as an ofiFering to the 
Mosque of the Barber. 

“You win see in the carpets 
mudi of what you see in the ^es 
and ceilings of the mosque," 
explained one goide. “In earlier 
times, one of the only places 
where women would go outride of 
the home was the mosque. It 
inspired many of the designs in 
therr carpets." 

Carpet-weaving is still a big 
industry for the women of 
Kairouan. Although the bulk of 
the weaving is dtm in the out- 
skirts of the city, orw section of 
Katrouan'searpet souk is set aride 
so that tourists can see bow the 
rugs are actually made. The larger 
types are made usually by women 
working in teams, while smaller 
ones are crafted individually. 

The current price for the highest 
quatity of these carpets is 40 
’Tunisian dinars per square meter 
(aboutS 1 00). The carpet souk, as 
opposed to the myriad leather, 
brass, sweets and textile souks of 
the city, begins to really come 
alive late in the afternoon, when 
the women bring in their carpets 
for sale to the shopkeepers. 

Krurouan has four hotels and a 
youth hostel and is a short drive 
from many of Tuniria's more 
popular tourist centers, including 
Hammamet, Monastir, Sousse 
and Tunis itself. There is a 
museum of Islamic art in the dty, 
as well as a national Artisan 
Center (a good place to st(^. both 
for pui^ses and as a pricing 
guide for later excursions in the 
souk, where the Tunisians always 
start the bargaining with an 
inflated price). Arabic is univer- 
sal, followed by Frend) and, to a 
m.uch lesser de^e, German and 
English. It is difficult to envision 
anyone having trouble negotiating 
cbe tity in any language, however, 
for the Tunisians pride themselves 
t>if. malting tourists welcome.

As 
a major wheat producer. Tunisia's 
cooks have concocted an array of 
pastries over the centuries as well.

tant ingredienui in Tunisian meals.

WASHINGTON — When 
Unhed States and Mexican gov- 
ernment negotiators sit down in 
the next several wveks to reopen 
natural gas talks the Carter 


President Lopez Portillo will be 
pressing again fora high yet “fair” 
gas price, pegged to world oil 
prices — and a set of terms 
reminding Washington a^in of 
Mexico's own self-determination. 



The U.S. delegation, a sub- 
cabinet cluster from the depart- 
ments of Slate. Energy and the 
National Securi^ Council, will be 
pressing to negotiate a “fair" 
price, one lower than Mexico had 
asked before. They will say that 
energy, trade and immigration 
issues — the grit of major obsta- 
cles between the two countries — 
arc not linked. More important, 
however, there will be a new 
immediacy to complete a gas deal, 
a White House mandated effort to 
meld the discredited “good neigh- 
bor*' policy with emerging 
realities of America's new “good 
customer" policy. 


With no small measure of 
inevitability, a Mexican gas deal 
will be struck. President Lopez 
Portillo says, “Tile U.S. is our 
natural customer." And President 
Carter agreed during his 7 hours 
of private talks with the Mexican 
president last month. 


What is criticaJ about the shape 
the talks take is that their outcome 
could affect Mexico's willingness 
to produce and seO the United 
States not just gas, but some of its 
nearly 50 billion barrels of proven 
oil reserves. 


CARTER: the inevitable customer

MEXICO CITY — As French 
President Valery Giscard cTEsta- 
tng entered the presidential quar- 
ters of a Mexico City hotel last 
week, his first question w.xs: Did 
President Carter stay here? 

The answer was no. Security- 
conscious Americans had lodged 
Carter at the U.S. ambassador's 
home, he was told. But Giscard*s 
question re flecled his sensitivity to 
what was awaiting him: The com- 
parisons that would be drawn 
between the French stale visit 
here and the Amcrioin. just two 
weeks before. 

Pictures of Giscard and his wife 
were dangling from the same 
downtown trees where the Car- 
ters' portraits had been. The dip- 
lomatic corps was perched to 
chock the size of the crowds, the 
warmth of the handshakes, the 
generosity of speech — those little 
telltale signs of .stately oncupnian- 
sfaip. 

Like Carter. Giscard had his 
eyes on the vast puoLs of oil that 
flood much of undeign^und Mex- 
ico. But there w as a distinct advan- 
tage: Carter had already run the 
gantlet of Mexico's new national- 
ism and self-assertion stemming 
from the oil. Gisaird knew that 
Prcridenl Jose U^pez Portillo, his 
Mexican host, was confident 
enough to have delivered an 
unprecedented public sex'iding of 
an American President. France s 
press had given it brv>ad display. 

In private, French officials con- 
ceded that they would he able to 
capitalize on Mexico's recent 
energy troubles with the United 
States and the latest wave of 
anti-Americanism. 

PuhiicI) Gisc.trd praured an 
avalanche of flattery on Mexican 
heads singing, the praise of “the 
stability of (Mexican) political 
institutions, the might of its indus- 
trial devcIopmenL the talent and 
imagination of its leaders." 

Hinting at Mexico's historic and 
present troubles, with the United 
States. Giscard said in a speech: “ 1 
have not come to settle discrepen- 
cies. since there are none between 
us. Mv visit is not even designed to 
rekindle the memoilL-s of a great 
common intellectual pa.st, because 
those are engraved in the memory 
of our pei.»ple," 

"Splendid stuff." said a British 
diplomat after sitting through 
another hour of French and Mexi- 
can oratory, most of which 
involved mutual sxdicirude and 
flattery. 

“The French after all are the 
champions of rhetoric and the 
Mexicans are being more French 
than the French." sniffed the Bri* 


More recently. U.S. energy offi- 
cials have ixpposed the Mexican 
gas deal becau.se it ciiuld jetipar- 
dizc the completion of the prop- 
osed $ 12 billion Alaskan gas 
pipeline which both Carter and 
Schlesinger have stnmgly sup- 
ported. 


The size of the crowds and the 
efforts made in the name of pri^ 
tocoi were no different for the 
.American and the French presi- 
dents. but local warmth wax tang- 
ibly and deliberately in favor of 
Giscard. 

lATiereas Mexicans feel they 
have little in common with ->• and 
are often suspixTous of — Ameri- 
cans, members of the elite arc 
staunch Francophiles. 

"Vvliatever the politics of this 
meeting. Mexicans last week were 
celebrating (heir Latin and Euro- 
pean heritage." said a Mexienn 
musician who had watched intel- 
lectuals and politicians with shin- 
ing eyes fight for clbt>w room at a 
reception for Giscard. 

Unlike Carter, who visited a 
Mexuan village to talk to ordinary 
f<.>lk. Giscard held two widely 
CLiebrated meetings with the 
upper crust: One with the nation's 
top businessmen and bankers, 
another with the packed hail of 
intellectuals. 

More significantly, the French 
seemed far ahead of the Ltnitcd 
States in their homework for the 
state viat. While the White House 
advance teams had concentrated 
largely on k'gistics and there was 
virtually no substantive agenda, 
the F!ysce had sent tw'o ministers 
ahead of Giscard to prepare an oil 
purchase and several indasirial 
deals. 

Also, there was none of the 
last-minute fierce squabbles over 
the joint communique that occur- 
red between the Mexican and 
American diplomatic teams. 

But curiously. France's Euro- 
pean competitors and Common 
Market partners watched this visit 
with even greater interest than 
U.S. diplomats. Giscard's call on 
Mexico, they pointed out, was an 
elegantly wrapped hut forceful 
trade offensive. 

Giscard had brought five 
cjbincl ministers and France wis 
showing better timing than other 
Europeans at getting a fotit in the 
door just as Mexico begins its oiI< 
financed industrial hcium. 

Last week moreover, it 
extended a credit of$ 240 
million for Mexico to buy French 
goods France's business verve 
plainiv irritated the Europeans 
when Giscard genenmsiy <.>ffered 
to pave the way for Mexican 
iigricititural and other gouds in 
Europe's Citmmun Market. 

"Nothing but Gallic bluff." said 
a prominent European diplomat. 
"The French arc more prolcction- 
ist than any of us. They fought 
hardest to keep Spain. Portugal 
and Greece out of the Common 
Market. Now they just want to 
butter up Mexico."

Many European diplomats here 
believe Carter w.as ^ven unfairly 
harsh media treatment in the 
United States over his menlbn of 
his stomucb affiietion and his 
low-pre>nie response to Mexico's 
shssrp-tongued reception here. 

They say Carter's remarks 
about his "Montezuma's 
Revenge" made few waves in 
Mexico and the reaction was 
largely a reflection of the Ameri- 
cans' embarrassment. Numerous 
diplomats milling ardund at last 
week's events gave Carter points 
for remaining ^m and gracious 
after the scolding he got from his 
Mexican host. 

“Carter was tactful. He let the 
Mexicans blow off steam and did 
not stoop down into a mactiio-type 
exchange." said one European 


ambassador. 

Some Carter supporters here 
chuckled when they learned that 
even French savoir-faire had not 
preventetT a few gaffes. Giscard 
not only soaked his impeccable 
suit by spSling his mineiW water 
during a ne^ conference, but iii a 
speech. Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois Poncet twice called Mex- 
ico Brazil. 


Although the craphasb of tbe 
visit was on the harmony and 
future cooperation between the 
two nations, there were a fe« : 
backstage differences which vac'- 
carefully covered up. " 


While Carter's remarks about 
Ids Illness may have implied that 
there was a sense of inferiority 
about the Hispanic world, 
Madame Giscard unwittingly got 
the same message across. Asked 
by a television interviewer how 
ste managed to keep up her good 
Spanish, she replied that she often 
manages “to practice with the ser- 
vants."

and mines ministry. 

Through March 7. average daily 
production for the year so far was 
2314,436 barrels, the ministiy 
reported Sunday in its latest 
weekly bulletin. 

This figure represents an 
increase of more than 1 1 ,000 bar- 
rels a day compared with the daily 
average through Feb. 17 and is 
35. 2 per cent higher than output at 
this time last year, the ministry, 
said. 

During the eariy months of 
1978, Venezuela's produqpon 
plummeted to under 1.7 million 
barrels a day because of a worl- 
dwide glut of oil. But by the end of 
the year output had recovered to 

2.165.000 barrels per day. 

The latest figure is more than 

100.000 barrels above the ma.\- 
imum mark of 2.2 million barrels a 
day established as a production 
average for the full year by the 
Democratic Action government 
of President Carios Andres Perez. 
The limit was intended to con- 
serve the nationalized oil indus- 
try’s shrinking reserves.

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Paris assembly 
to debate steel 


strike violence 


PARIS. March 12 (R) — President Valcrv- Giscard d'Estaing 
Monday called an emergenc>’ session of parliament for Wednesday to 
debate France's unemployment crisis. 

The move came after weeks of violent protests by steelworkers 
at government plans to streamline the induslrv and axe more than 
2 1 .008 jobs by the end of 1 980. 

The lay offs would swell the ranks of France's 1 „^5<\000 unemp- 
loyed. Both the Gaullists. the largest party in the government coali- 
tion. and the opposition united to demand the emergency sesaon. 

Giscard. who had been expected to win rceleciion comfortably 
in 1981. has come under increasing fire from all sides because of the 
steel crisis. 

While Giscard ' isited Mexico, his leftist opponents joined forces- 
with conservative Gaullists in his own center-right coalition to 
demand the sp>eciu! session of the National Assembly. 

According to recent polls, Giscard commands the confidence of 
onlv 5 1 per cent of the French electorate, a drop of 1 1 per cent since 
the first of the year. 

Prime Minister Raymond Barre, whose efforts to reform the 
French steel industry to make it compete with imports more effec- 
tively has sparked the current crisis, is in even worse shape in the 
opinion polls. 

Only 36 per cent of French men and women now have confi- 
dence in Barre. according to a poll taken recently for **Le Figaro.” 

The Barre plan calls for 35,000 layoff in the steel industry by 
1981. and its effects would be felt most strongly in the country's 
Lorraine region. 

The steel tou-n of Lonewy has been the scene of repeated clashes 
bwiween police and out of work demonstrators protesting the 
layoffs. 

Other protests have included children's marches, dum^nng of 
steel-carrying railroad cars, and a recent brief occupation of the 
Eiffel Tower. 

French trade unions, which have been in the forefRini of opposi- 
tion to the layoff plan, have suggested calling for a massive march on 
Paris later this month to protest the government plan. 

The communist-dominated CFT, the French union umbrella 
group, has said the lavoffs are unnecessary and would plunge Franw 
into an economic crisis unprecedented since the post- World War 0 
unemployment and inflation.

SALISBURY. March 12 (R)— 
Prime Minister Ian Smith and sev- 
eral other prominent Ggures in his 
Rhodesian Front party will be 
returned unopposed to the 
black-dominated' parliament in 
Rhodesia after one-man. one- 
vote elections next month, it was 
announced Monday. 

The Rhodesian Front will be 
opposed for only four of the 38 
guaranteed white seats in the 
IDO-seat parliament, Registrar- 
General Eric Popc-Simmonds 
said in the announcement. 

The opposition is made up of 
little-known independents — ^- 
ing the Front a good chance of 
sweeping all 28 seats.

India protests 
U.S. Navy move 
in Indian Ocean 


NEW DELHI. March 12(R)— 
India’s external af^irs minister 
Atal Biharl Vajpayee said Mon- 
day India was distressed at the 
U.S. government's leponcd deci- 
sion to send an aircraft carrier-led 
navy task force to the Indian 
Ocean and the Gulf area. 

He told the Lok Sabhn flower 
house of parliament) that this was 
against the spirit of the U.N. 
resolution on keeping the Indian 
Ocean a zone of peace. 

Vajpiayec said the move would 
not assist the process of bringing 
stability in a region which had seen 
dramatic upheavals and was still 
seething writh tensions and uncer- 
tainty. 

“ An increased military and 
naval presence in the area and 
fears of involvement of great pow- 
ers could have adverse political 
and economic consequences 
which would add to tensions in the 
region. '' he said. 


NAIROBI. March 12 (AP ) — 
President Idi Amin said Monday 
be would meet President Julius 
Nyerere to negotiate an end to 
•their four-month old war. but only 
after Tanzanian troops withdrew 
from Uganda. 

“ I cannot negotiate when the 
enemy is still 130 kilometers into 
Uganda, ” Amin said after receiv- 
ing a renewed Nigerian peace mis- 
sion in Kampala, the Ugandan 
capital. 

Amin, quoted by Uganda gov- 
ernment radio monitored in 
Nairobi, said the meeting with 
Nyerere could take place in a 
neutral country. 

There was no immediate reply 
from Nyerere. who reportedly 
received the same Nigerian mes- 
sage in Dar Es Salaam, the Tanza- 
nian capital. In rejecting previous 
appeals for a ccase-Gre. Nyerere 
has said he would stop the war 
only if Uganda renounced territor- 
ial claims on Tanzania and pro- 
vided compensation for damage 
caused during an invaaon in 
October. 

News from the battle front was 
scarce Monday. Official reports 
ftom Uganda and Tanzania, as well 
as information from Ugandan, 
exile units, put anti-Amin forces 
roughly 90 to 130 kilometers 
south of Kampala. 

Spokesmen in Nairobi for the 
Uganda nationalist oi;ganization 
said exile fighters were in the reg- 


ion of Masaka and Lukaya, two 
towns 30 kUometens tqmt on the 
road north from Tanzania.
